Plants 


Nearly  all  vegetables  will  do  better  if  planted  in 
different  ground  each  year.  For  instance,  plant  your 
onions  where  you  had  lettuce  last  year,  and  beets 
where  you  had  beans,  etc.  Cabbage  should  be  plant  ¬ 
ed  in  a  different  place  each  year  to  avoid  clubroot. 

B  R  O  C  C  O  L  I — -Something  like  Cauliflower  but 
grows  out  green  and  spragley.  When  first  head  is 
cut  out  it  will  grow  out  again.  Price  20  cents  per 
dozen. 
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CABBAGE  PLANTS — We  grow  only  proven  var¬ 
ieties  and  if  you  are  not  familiar  with  the  different 
kinds  tell  us  whether  you  want  it  for  fall  use  or  to 
keep  for  winter  and  we  will  send  you  a  kind  adapt¬ 
ed  to  your  needs.
